ST. LOUIS. Mo., Jan. 20.—The Republic 
this morning in summarising dis- 
patches from Florida, l^ew York and 
Washington says: "A crisis has been 
reached in the Cuban war. Recognition 
of the beUigerancy of the patriot army 
by the United States is imminent. 


President Cleveland is said to have 
prepared a proclamation which may be 
issued 
today or in the immediate 
future. The president, it is claimed, 
intended to recognize the insurgents 
iMt week when he learned of the re- 
call of Marshall Campos, but under the 
circumstance the exMutitre^ thought 
that such fecbgnition would bé re- 
garded as inopportune .and 'unfriendly 
i O Spain, and he, therefbre withheld 
the important document, pending the 
appointment of a'successor to Campos 
Within the past forty-eight hours, 
however. President Cleveland is said to 
have learned that Spain, despairing of 
a successful termination of the war, has 
offered to sell Cuba to Great Britain. 
Rumors to this effect were circulated 
in the east last night and spread like 
wild fire over the country. 
The rumors 
seem to be confirmed by despatches 
from Florida. 


The governors of the southern states, 
according to these advices, have been 
requested by the war departlinent to 
prepare the state militismen for im- 
mediate service. Troops^ are already 
beginning to move in Florida. 


T&e belief is held in some quarters 
that the flying squadron of Great Brit- 
ain is destined for service in American 
waters. 
If this is so, war will result. 


"The cession of Cuba to Great Britain 
would be resisted by the United States 
to the last 


Official information from the white 
house is lacking, but it is evident that 
serious complications are ^ hand. 


Senor Palma, head of the Cuban 
party in the United States, wires from 
^Washington: "Our case is complete. 
The president and congress will recog- 
nize the insurgent cauee." 


Senor Palma adds that it is not neces- 
sary that the insurgents should hold a 
port, but that, as a matter of fact, Gen- 
eral Gomez has taken a half dozen 
ports in the past week, leaving the 
Spanish army penned up in Havana. 


The práident, it is said, will issue a 
proclamation immediately. 
Authori- 
ties agree that the executive, and not 
congress, should take the intiative* 
Congress will support the president 
heartily. 


LONDOK, Jan. 20.>-In spite of the 
assertions of a sensational news agency 
to the contrary, the Associated Press is 
in a position to repeat its assertion of 
Saturday last, that it has been informed 
by the British admiralty that the desti- 
nation of the flying squadron, now at 
Spithead, is not yet determined upon 
even by the admiralty and that, cer- 
tainly it will not go to Bermuda or 
anywhere in American waters for the 
present. 


The reports from New York that 
communications regarding the destina- 
tion of the British flying squadron have 
passed between the governments of the 
United States and Great Britain are 
pronounced to be utterly without foun- 
dation in fact. Lord Playfair, who is 
prominently identified with the move- 
ment to establish a permaneiit board 
for international arbitration, had along 
interview today with the United States 
ambassador, Mr. Thomas F. Bayard. 


MADRID, Jan. 20 —^The conservative 
organs at Havana protest against the 
assertion of Marshal Campos that he is 
the victim of fiolitical intrigues. 
They 
insist that his recall is due to his failure 
as a general and not to political pres- 
sure. 


Reinforcements of sixteen battalions 
of troops, under Generals Barges and 
Ahumad, will be sent to Cuba shortly.

WABHIKGTON, Jan. 20 —A flat denial 
is given at the war department today to 
the report from Florida that the depart- 
ment has requested the governor of the 
state to put the Flttrida troops in 
readiness to take the field at a mo- 
ment's notice. 
In the first place, it is 
said, the president has no constitu- 
tional or lawful authority to make such 
a request, and in the next place there 
is no emergency that would justify the 
calling out of the 1,200 men making up 
the Florida militia.

LYNCHING BILL PASSED. 


Sontli Carolina Makes Counties Be- 
sponsible for Iiyneliings. 


COLUMBIA, S. C., Jan. 20 —The anti- 
lynching bill was passed in the house 
of representatives today. It provides 
that in all cases of lynching, where 
death ensues, the county where the 
lynching takes place shall be liable in 
exemplary damages in a sum not less 
than $2,000, to be recovered in a com- 
petent court by the legal lepreBenta- 
tives of the person lynched. 


SHERMAN'S STATUE 
Will be Erected in Wasliinston in tlie

WASHIHGTON, Jan. 20.—The Sherman 
statue commission has decided to place 
the equestrian statue of General Sher- 
man, to be erccted in Washington 
under the auspices of the Army of the 
Tennessee, on the reservation just south 
of the United States treasury building, 
where it can be seen the entire length 
of Pennsylvania avenue from the capi- 
tol westward.

Real Estate Dealer Bead. 


DENVER, Col, Jan. 
20 - Oscar B 
Buchard, a real estate dealer in Denver 
sicce 1882 is dead. 
Mr. Buchard was 
at one time professor of ancient lan- 
guage in the normal college at Fre- 
donia. 
He founded the New York 
state educational journal and was, a 
well-known magazine writer. 
He was 
fi ty two years old. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Unusual in- 
terest was attached to the senate pro- 
ceedings today, owing to anticipated 
action on several important questions, 
including a report from the committee 
on foreign lelations on the Monroe 
doctrine, and an effort by Mr. Pugh to 
secure a vete, according to notice 
given, on his resolution reaffirming the 
historic Stanley Matthews resolution, 
that government obligations should be 
paid in the money current when they 
were incurred, namely, silver as well as 
gold. There was but a scant attend- 
ance on the floor, but the galleries 
were crowded during the early hours of 
the session. 
Mr. Sherman, chairman 
of the committee on foreign relations, 
was an early arrival, carrying a bunch 
of reports and documents. 


Senator Davis, of the Senate commit- 
tee on foreign relations, today reported 
favorably the 
resolution enunciating 
the Monroe doctrine. It is the result 
of the lengthy consideration of the 
committee on the advisability of incor- 
porating the Monroe doctrine in the 
federal statutes. 


The resolution recites in detail the 
original attitude of President Monroe, 
and states the long acquiesence in its 
execution. 
It reaffirms these doctrines 
and declares that the United States 
will support the position declared by 
President Monroe. It will furthermore 
regard any extension of foreign domin- 
ion in this hemisphere—either on the 
mainland, or outlying islands, or toward 
the control of an isthmeau canal—as a 
manifestation of unfriendliness towards 
the United States which it will be im- 
possible for the United States to regard 
with indifference. The resolution con 
eludes as follows: 


"Therefore, be it resolved, that the 
United States of America reaffirms and 
confirms the doctrines and 
principles 
promulgated by President Monroe in 
his message of December 2, 1823, and 
declares that it will assert and maintain 
that doctrine under those principles 
and will regard any infringement there- 
of and particularly any attempt by any 
European power to take or acquire any 
new territory on the American conti- 
nent or islands adjacent thereto for 
any right or eovereigoity or dominion 
in the same in any case or instance as 
to which the United States shall deem 
such 
attempt 
to 
be danger- 
ous 
to 
its 
peace 
or safety 
by or through 
force, 
purchase, 
cession, occupation, pledge, coloniza, 
tion, protectorate or by control of the 
isthmain canal, or any other means of 
transit, across the American isthmus, 
whether on unfounded pretension of 
right on cases of boundary disputes, or 
under other unfounded pretensions, as 
the manifestation oi an unfriendly dis- 
position toward the United States and 
ae any interposition which it would be 
impossible in any form for the United 
States to regard with indifference." 


The report went to the calendar. 
Mr. Gray announced that the report 
was not unanimous. 


ENDEAVOR CONVENTION. 


Bright Oatlook for the International 
Gathering Next Jnly. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20—The fourth 
annual convention of the local Chris- 
tian Endeavor union closed yesterday 
afternoon with an overflowing mass 
meeting in Central hall. 
Enthusiasm 
has run high during the past few days 
and Washingtonians look upon the 
event as but a forecast of the inter- 
national convention to be held here 
next July. 


At the meeting Saturday evening 
strong resolutions upon the Armenian 
question, the saloon. Sabbath observ- 
ance, etc., were adopted. 


The progress reported by the com- 
mittee of '96 indicates that the July 
international convention will, as Dr. 
Clark said in one of his addresses, 
reach the highwater mark. 
The vast 
committees, composed of 3,000 persons, 
gave already abundant signs of active 
work. 


A joint r£solution was recently intro- 
duced in the senate and house, the 
purport of which is to grant the society 
permission to use the large reservation 
in the rear of the executive mansion 
for the purpose of the convention, and 
here the tents will be pitched. The 
Eeating capacity of these will be 10,000 
each, and, in addition to the tents, ar 
rangements will be made conduct over- 
flow and simultaneous meetings in a 
dozen churches conveniently located. 
The music will be led by a chorus com- 
posed of 3.000 voices, which will include 
the entire membership of the famous 
Moody choir.

Death of the Archbishop of Tours in 
France. 


TOURS, France, Jan. 
20.—Cardinal 
Guillaume Rene Meingan, archbishop 
of Tours, was found dead in bed this 
morning. 
Cardinal Meingan was bom 
in 1S17 and was created a cardinal in 
1893. Of recent years he distinguished 
himself in his attitude towards the re- 
public by following conciliatory policy 
of Pope Leo XIII. 
He was the author 
of a number of religious and historical 
works and was decorated with the 
cross of the Legion of Honor in 1891. 
In 1863 he was vicar general of Paris 
and was j[>romoted to archbishop of 
Tours in 1884.

Closes the I.ast Saloon at Milford, 
Ind. 


MILFORD, Ind., Jan. 20 —This town 
now enjoys the distinction of having 
no saloons within its borders, the 
efforts of Captain North and the cru- 
sades which he has conducted being 
responsible for existing 
conditions.

HIS WAR PAINT ON! 


Col, Robertson Publishes a Card 
in the Chicago Inter Ocean. 


An Attack on Him May Cause the 
Publication of a History That Will 
Make Other Hearts Ache. 


The following letter from Col. R. S. 
Robertson, of this city, appears in the 
Chicago Inter-Ocean of this morning, 
and from its tenor it looks as if Col. 
Robertson had his war paint on: 
Editor Inter-Ocean: 


"In your issue of Monday, the 13th 
inst., appeared an article apparently in 
the interest of the candidacy of Hon. 
Charles F. Griffen, an aspirant for gub- 
ernational honors in Indiana. 
Some 
statements contained in it I can not 
afford to let pass unchallenged, be- 
cause untrue and affecting my stand- 
ing. 


"It is true that 'the result of the elec- 
tion of 1886 was a surprise to depio- 
crats.' I t is equally true that it was a 
surprise to republicans. 
My election 
was a surprise to myself, if not to my 
colleagues upon the ticket. 


"It is not true that in the legislature 
then elected 'the republicans had one 
majority on joint ballot.' I t is not 
true that 
Mr. Turpie was elected 
United States Senator by Smith casting 
one vote as state senator and another 
as presiding officer, to decide a tie 
vote. There was no tie vote. 
There 
was no republican majority. 


"But the statement in which I am 
most interested is as follows: 


" 'A bitter contest followed, and an 
effort was made to seat Lieutenant 
Governor-elect Robertson, which was 
only thwarted by that gentleman re- 
fusing to pòrmit the assertion of his 
rights by force, if need be.' « 


"This latter clause I must be per- 
mitted to characterise as absolutely 
without the shadow of truth to sustain 
it. 
At no timet did I so refuse. On the 
contrary, I ivas ready, willing, and 
anxious to have an opportunity to 
assert those right», and was prevented 
by iueans of secret caucuses of mem- 
bers of both houses, the meetings of 
which were kept secret from me, and 
whose clandestine decrees prevented 
an opportunity, and resulted in a sur- 
render, which was either cowardly or 
infamously corrupt. 


"The columns of the Inter Ocean, 
and of every paper in the land of that 
period, particularly of the dates from 
the 20th to the 25ih of January, 1887. 
contain ample proofs of this assertion 
The Indiana legislature brevier reports 
and the senate journal contain the 
same kind of proofs, and point out the 
principals engaged in the plot, and 
show the secrecy adhered to in making 
the cowardly or corrupt bargain. No 
one thought then of charging me with 
participation in the infamy. 
When 
the public press scourged the partici- 
pants, they began in their respective 
neighborhoods to secretly charge that I 
was consenting to the surrender. In 
the convention of 1888 it was passed 
from mouth to ear to compass my de- 
feat. Not till now have I known of its 
finding expression in a newspaper» 
reputable or otherwise, and cannot, in 
justice to myself, let it pass uncontra" 
dieted. I hope the honorable gentle- 
man in whose interest the article was 
penned will promptly disavow and cor- 
rect it, for he knows its falsity, and 
surely a gentleman would, if he noticed 
an attack of the kind upon his friend, 
promptly disclaim it. I have attacked 
no gentleman seeking the honors of 
the approaching convention, but will 
not be passive while a falsehood is used 
as the cushion for my neck, while some 
supposed (M>Dquering hero is attempt- 
ing to use my neck as his stepping- 
stone to fame. 


"I have long had a history of that 
memorable conspiracy and surrender 
prepared. 
If it were published, possi- 
bly 'other hearts might ach&' 


"If I am to be made the target of 
malicious shafts of falsehood in the 
public press to aid the aspirations of 
others, I may consider it a duty to my- 
self to give the public an inside view of 
that foul conspiracy, no matter where 
the blow may strike.

right. All poles belonging to all com- 
panies should be taken down within 
the business district, or if permitted to 
stand the permission should be given 
by both the council and board of pub- 
lic works. 


The Home company, too. should 
give a bond to protect the city and sub- 
scribers for telephones against suits for 
infringements of patents. The com- 
pany agrees to give a bond to protect 
the city against suits that may be 
brought against persons holding or 
owning the telephones that may be 
used, but it does not agree tb give a 
bond to protect the city and the Home 
telephone subscribers against suits that 
may be brought because of the use of 
Jielephones owned or held by the Home 
telephone company, or which it may 
place in use in Fort Wayne. 


The council should amend this con- 
tract so that the people would have no 
trouble with law suits. The corpora 
tion here want every thing their own 
way, and want it for nothing.
